The best period to come in order to see 
almost all in bloom is from May 21st to 
June 6th. The peak bloom period usually is 
May 28th to June 2nd. We are always about 
six days behind the Philadelphia area—so 
kindly note that fact Philadelphians! The 
reason for this is due mostly to our higher 
exposed location. If you are in doubt as to 
the best time, suggest that you telephone us 
before coming—Tel.

Cash with order please—making checks or 
money orders payable to Cherry «Hill Ir’s 
Gardens. Sorry but no C.O.D. shipments. 
We have no minimum but since postal 
charges are now very high, we must ask 
that customers living east of the Miss. River, 
add .40¢ to any order under $4.00. Those 
west of the Miss. River add same for any 
order under $5.00. 


Shipments and Planting 


We will commence filling orders this year 
on July 7th and continue until October Ist. 
Please do not ask for them earlier or later 
than these dates. Bearded Iris may be 
planted anytime from early July until the Ist 
of October. July and August is recommended 
for northern New York State and New Eng- 
land. We plant later but it means proper pro- 
tection and “‘servicing’’ them during the win- 
ter if there is evidence of heaving and most 
people do not want that trouble—hence our 
recommendations. Cultural directions are 
enclosed in each shipment. 


Guarantee 


Every rhizome will be freshly dug, large, 
vigorous and well rooted. They will be free 
from disease and insect pests and packed 
with greatest of care so as to reach you in 
perfect condition. Every rhizome is labeled 
with a copper wired printed wooden label 
true to name. No substitutions are made un- 
less you so indicate on your order blank. 
(We might add here that customers who per- 
mit substitutions are always the gainers.) 


We will replace free any Iris that does not 
meet with your approval or does not grow 
after planting providing this is reported before 
October 15th. (Please do not ask us to re- 
place Iris lost by winter-kill. We do not feel 
that we should be held responsible for the 
planting location, care or for growing condi- 
tions beyond our control.) In the event there 
is an error in labeling, mistake will be recti- 
fied with a double replacement the following 
season on report from you immediately after 
the blooming season. 


Our gardens are licensed and inspected by 
the Penna. Dept. of Agriculture. All ship- 
ments to areas outside the Jap. Beetle Zone 
are inspected and stamped by the U.S. Dept. 
of Agriculture.

We like to give good measure to all our customers, so rather than run the chance of 
giving you varieties which you might already have or possibly would not care for, we allow 
you to select your own free, extra Iris as below, depending on the size of your order. The 
constantly increasing parcel post rates, in addition to the ever-mounting labor costs of pro- 
ducing and shipping top grade Iris, make it necessary to encourage larger orders.

Glossary of Iris Terms and Awards 
Used in Our Descriptive List of 
Varieties 


RHIZOMES—the root division often mistak- 
enly called bulb. 

STANDARDS—the three upward petals. 

FALLS—the three downward petals. 

BEARD—the narrow band of short, hairlike 
growth formed in the center at base of 
falls. 

TEXTURE—sheen or finish of petals. 

SUBSTANCE — Thickness and durability of 
petals. 

PLICATA—An Iris with stitched or stippled 
margin color on white or yellow back- 
ground. 

VARIEGATA—An Iris with yellow standards 
with deeper colored falls, with either 
veined or solid tones of brown or purple. 

AMOENA — Iris with white standards, col- 
ored falls. 

BLEND—Combination of various colors, one 
being yellow. 

BICOLOR — two colors, light to medium 
standards, deeper color in falls. 

SELF—An Iris of uniform color. 


OUR NEW IRIS INTRODUCTION 
For 1955 


We take great pleasure this year in offering for introduction this year an Iris by the 
well-known hybridizer, Mr. William J. McKee of Worcester, Mass. 

Mr. McKee, president of the American Iris Society, 1940 thru 1942, began hybridizing 
Iris as a hobby in 1923 and has been at it ever since. He is now one of the most ardent ad- 
vocates of line breeding and the results have been highly favorable. Some of his best known 
originations are Mary Vernon, Moontide, Fairday, Miogem, Miobelle, Ponder, Orange Gem, 
Mayan Gold, Pequot and Terrific. 

He won the medal for Distinguished Service to the Society in 1943 and on Nov. Ist, 
1953 he won the Hybridizer’s Medal of the Society. He is only the second person to have 
received both medals. Mr. McKee is also co-author of the new book ‘Half Century of Iris,”’ 
published last year

EVERY GARDEN SHOULD HAVE SOME IRIS PLANTINGS 


Bearded Iris are considered the ideal perennial. They are easy hardy, quite easy to 
srow and practically free from diseases and insect pests. 

The basic needs for best results are drainage, sun and a moderate amount of feeding. 
Iris cannot stand wet ground or standing water for a long period without rotting— 
hence a slight slope or raised beds are desirable. They may be planted in full sun or 
partial shade but in order to bloom well there should be at least a half a day of sun. 
Bone meal is the safest food and should be worked in the ground around the plants 
early in the spring. Super-phosphate is quicker acting—should be kept away from 
rhizomes however. Well rotted cow manure is very good if worked into the ground 
well before planting and kept away from the rhizomes. 

Iris are not particular about the soil—of course a light, well drained fertile garden 
soil is best but they will grow in sandy or clay soil. We have them growing equally well 
in slightly alkaline and slightly acid soil. 

The range in color is more extensive than in any other flower and with the various 
blends, by-colors, plicatas and variegatas, the variety to choose from is almost un- 
limited. 4° 

Iris not only give wonderful color value and added beauty to your garden, but are ex- 
cellent as cut flowers for the house. A Stalk, if cut when the top flower is opening, will 
last a week or longer.
